This was gotten under control, being 
confined to the place of starting. The 
main laupdry room was not damaged 
except by being flooded. 
; At $ a. m- another fire wps dis­ 
covered in the furniture store of J. 
W. Sherrill in the same block. 
The 
stock 
was practically 
completely j destroyed. 
Dinsmore 
brothers, who are directly west and 
next to the Sherrill store, suffered 
considerably from 
water, heat and 
smoke. The fact that the building is 
of concrete construction made it post, 
sible 
to 
save 
the building. 
The 
Sherrill store is supposed to have 
cuught fire from sparks from the 
laundry fire, and was not discovered 
until it had gained such headway that 
it was impossible to save any of 
the contents.
